In a revolver duél at Martinez at 
an early hour yestcrday 
four men were shot, one probably 
fatally. Two masked bandits at- 
tempted to hold up a room full of 
men in the Italian hotel, Who are 
pDilaying, cards. 

The wounded are: 

Santiago Estrada, one of the ban- 
dits, .shot through. the: stomach. and 
left arm; not expected to live. ¢ 

Joe Marille, his companion, shot 
through the thigh. 

James €omazzo, a spectator, shot 
'n_ left arm. 

Joseph Silvesti, 
shot in hip. 

The bandits, masked, entered the 
soom in which Deputy Sheriff Aldi 
and three companions were playin: 
ecards and after covering all of the 
inmates of the room with their re- 
volvers, ordered them to throw up 
their hands. 

Aldi dropped to the floor and us- 
ng the table as a shield, opened 
fire on the bandits. 

istrada replied, and, according to 
witnesses, fired his pistol indiscrtm 
inately in all directions. After Es- 
trada had emptied his revolver; he 
backed out of the room and through 
the hallway with Aldi in pursuit, and 
still firing. In all, more than sixteen 
shots were fired by Estrada ant the 
deputy sheriff. 

When the smoke cleared away it 
was discovered that Comazzo and 
Silvesti, who had’ been watching ‘the 
card game, both had been hit by 
the bandit’s bullets.
